—painting, in this interval, is reported to 
have passed through various gradations; as 
simplo skiagraphy, or shadow painting; the 
monographic style, consisting of a simple 
outline; monochromatic compositions, in 
which one colour only was employed; and 
polychrematic, where a variety of hue, but 
without shading, wasused. During the same 
time, there appear accounts of minor umprove- 
ments,with their authors assigned, allof which 
we reject, as already stated. In what manner 
the work of Bularchus was executed, does not 
appear; but there is every reason to believe 
that it was merely « mouvysam, and, from 
the contemporaneous state of sculpture, 
very highly finished, in a style, — dry, 
and ineffective. The price paid is by no 
means the criterion of absolute excellence; 
—the work might be fully prized as the 
master-piece of its own remote age, while 
the laborious minuteness of its details might 
render the sum not more than a compensa- 
tion for the time bestowed. 

“To select a second era sufficiently 
marked by addition or revolution of princi- 
ple, is dificult. ‘To the age of Phidias, 
the art continued certainly to improve, but 
very slowly, being left far in the rear by 
sculpture. The genius of this consummate 
master, who indeed had originally com- 
menced his career as a painter, extended to 
all the arts; and, under such an instructor, 
his brother Penwnus, very highly distin- 
guished himself, though vanquished in a 
contest for the public prize, then instituted 
at Delphos and Corinth. From the middle 











of the fifth century, then, a deeded move- 
ment commences in the history of patting,

IKEY SOLOMONS, 

Though when it was stated some weeks pince 
that this Prince of **Fences’' waa re-apprehend- 
ed at Hobart town, Van Diemen's Land, and 
was about to be sent for trial to Leadon, the 
principal ecene of hie offences, the announce- 
ment wae received with derision and incredulity, 
the rumor of his capture by the colonial authori- 
ties proves to be true, and his arrival in the river 
may be daily expected. 

The following particulars connected with bis 
apprehension have been furnwhed to ua by a 
person who was an eye witness of the transac- 
tion, and who has but just returned home in the 
Susan free trader, from Hobart town:— 

- With the unaccountable escape of Ikey from 
the officers of Newgate, and bis subsequent ex- 
ploite in North Amenca, New York, and Buenos 
Ayres, and the causes of hie fight from these 
places of refuge, the public are already partially 
acquainted, as well as with the circumstances 
which led to the subsequent transportation of 
his wife to the colony where he was apprehend- 
ed. 
fled bart narrative of hie adventures since he 
prove that thieving and crime are a kind of ha- 
bitual propensity that neither «mate nor coun- 
try can change. Scarcely had he arrived na 
land of freedom, and secured an asylum from 
the penalties to which he had been subjected in 
thie country, when the old passton returned, and 
he resumed his former iniquitous practices. Not 
content solely with these, be entered on another 
branch, and committed, in conjunction with two 
other persons, an extensive forgery on the na- 
tional bank of New York. His companions 
were secured and punished, but he, with his 
usual warinese and tact, again escaped the fangs 
of the law; and from thence went to Buenos Ay- 
res, where his restless disposition did not permit 
him to remain long in quiet. He bere entered 
into, ostensibly, the jewellery business, and hay- 
ing a gentlemanly address, and the air of a fo- 
roigner, made it the medium of negociating 
fraudulent debentures of the local government, 
and discounting fictitious stock of the English, 
which was then ata premium, The frauds were 
at lenath discovered, and a friendly municipal 
having given him intimation that comething was 
breaing, he started off for Van Diemen'’s Land, 
where he understood that his wife and family 
wore residing. This hasty, and for him, very in- 
considerate step, was the most fatal that he could 
have adopted. 

Alier the conviction of Mra. Solomone, for 
having a quantity of property in her possession 
whieh was stolen subsequent to the escape of 
her husband, considerable interest wae exerted 
at the Home Office to permit her children, four 
im number, to accompany her to her place of 


destmation. The government took the applica- 
tien inte consideration, and after some hestation 
allowed her, she paying the expenses, to take 
the two youngest, the one five, and the other 
two seare of age, along with her, but perempto- 
rily refused the two elder sone, who were grown 
up young men, to participate m= the indulgence 
They, however, were determined to follow their 
mother, and embarking in a vessel bound for 
Sydney, took wih them an assortment of goods 
suitable to that market they unmediately got 
mto busmese, and hired an extensive store as 
general dealers, and here they remained, earry- 
ing on a rather prosperous trade, until the com- 


mencement of last January, when they suddenly 
removed themselves and their stock to Hobart 
town, where, having taken a spacious shop and 
concerns in Macquarrie street, they agaim re- 
sumed business, and conducted thenselvee with 
0 much proprety and evident appearanee of in- 
tegrity, that they succeeded in obtaming the 
liberty of their mother. She, on her liberation,

DISTRESS OF THE WEAVERS. 

Few industrious men in this country can have 
any correct idea, from their own experience, of 
the narrow circumstances to which thousands of 
English operatives are reduced, notwithstanding 
their unremitting exertions to provide a support 
for themselves and their families, The Carlisle 
Patriot enters inte a minute specification of facts 
to show the necessities of these men, particular. 
ly the weavers. It appears from these data, 
that a hard working weaver, even when pro- 
vided with full employment, cannot earn, on 
an average, more than 6a, Gd. cterling per 
week. ‘Ia many cases, it is true, the wile and 
one or two children can earn a considerable ad- 
ditron to this sum; but it is aleo true that the 
weavers oxpenses are increased in proportion 
as he derives this assistance from a fanuly.’’— 
And moreover, it often happens that he has to 
wait eight or ten days betwixt each web [a web 
of four culs occupies about three weeks) before 
he can obtain a fresh supply of work. Deduct- 
ing 6d. a weok on this acore, and Is, 6d a week 
for a dwelling-ream, which the lowest possi- 
ble rate, there will remain 8s, 6d. a week for 
food, fuel, and clothing.—The Editor then pre- 
sonts the following estimate of necessary ex- 
penses for the two former articles, which he says 
will give a family ** but a eorry maintenance,

The Loxnpow Moanwine Henacp, neither « 
whig nor a radical journal, icing a eting 
at which Hus? and Cospetr were the leading 
orators, assails the House of Commons in this 
uncerimoneous language:—The Radical Reform 
is wanted in Parliament, so far as Representa- 
tion is eoncerned, there cannet be the least 
doubt. “It is a farce to sey that Parliament, for 
a great length of time, has been the Representa- 
tion of England. ‘The greater part of the mem- 
bers get in by bribery of some description; and, 
when in, the greater part are under the influ- 
ence of the Ministry—because the greater part 
are gaping for pension, place, and power, both 
for themselves as well as for their relations and 
friends. As it respecte reform, however, we 
think that it ought to begin with lessening the 
number of Members. In the Commons House 
there are about 650 Members: they ought to be 
cut down at least one-half; for, asa general rule, 
the more mea there are to direct the business of 
any concern, the worse the business of the con- 
cern is directed. Again, the more Members 
there are the more Bills, the more laws, the 
more taw books, the more litigation. What is 
it but the large number of Members that has 
given us such heaps of Acts of Parliament, that 
even the Judges are puzzled to know what the 
bas. nia DPgsttena ts greece tee oumber of Mose 
State. Very few men get into Parliament but with 
a view, as Mr. Cobbett says in his Register, to 
“share the taxes.’’ I[t is a quesiion whether our 
Parliament has not been a bane instead of a blese- 
ing to the country. It has brought on usa debt 
of 800,000 ,000/., and this causes excessive taxa- 
tion. Indeed taxation and debt are carried to 
such a height, that we dare not resent the in- 
sults of other nations. We are in the same 
situation as a spendthrift is with respect to his 
butcher, baker, &c., to whom he is indebted. 
They may thunder at his door, and write to him 
the most insolent letters, or speak to him in 
public in the most impudent manner; and yet 
he dares not retaliate, but is obliged to be civil, 
for fear of the consequences. The most arbitrary 
despot that ever existed could not have heaped 
a debt on this country to the same extent that 
our Parliaments have. If some Reform does not 
take place—if the present number of Represen- 
tatives remain—if makers of Acts of Parliament 
proceed as they have been proceeding for the 
last 100 years in the heaping of Act on Act, and 
if the Representatives continue to be such gree- 
dy feeders on the tuxos—-» ‘ t aad ’ 
expet.cnce an alteration inevitabiy, for the tax 
eaters and Act-makers will bring the thing to 
be beyond all endurance. The people will be- 
come sick of both Houses as well as of debt and 
taxation; and the first high-spirited King, of a 
miliary turn, that appears, they will throw them- 
selves into the arms of, and England will be- 
come an absolute monarchy, especially if such 
King should promise the people before he should 
beceme an absolute Monarch to get rid of debt, 
tax@, tax-eaters, and the heaps of laws.’

2. Detachment means a of troops sent 
out from the main body, to & particular 
service, and to be absent for a limited time: 
when such a detachment is com of differ- 
ent corps, Brevet rank will take effect in con- 
formity with the Gist Article of War. 

3. Under the same Article of War, Brevet 
rank will take place on Courts Martial, when 
com of Officers of different corps. 

4. In regularly constituted commands, such
